It  is  designed  primarily  for  the  farmer,  the 
student,  and  the  amateur  agriculturist,  rather  than 
for  the  research  worker.    Titles  in  the  sciences  basic 
to  agriculture,  to  be  found  in  the  section  on  Agricul- 
tural Science,  have  been  limited  to  those  with  obvious 
agricultural  implications.    No  publications  of  the 
United  States  Government,  nor  of  the  State  experi- 
ment stations,  have  been  included.    Farm  papers  are 
omitted  because  they  appear  in  Library  List  No.  18, 
Partial  List  of  United  States  Farm  Papers  Received 
in  the  National  Agricultural  Library.
